The » include a driver of a team 
of mu, who, with his mules, was 
electro ated by running into a live 
wire; a woman who succumbed to 
fright, and anothe rwoman, who was 
killed in a runaway. The horse she 
was driving took fright during the 
storm. 

Houses were blown down in the out- 
skirts of the city, and in the extreme 
north end an eight-story elevator con- 


taining one million bushels of wheat, 
valued at $750,008, was blown into the

MISSOURI TOWN I8S WRECKED; 

4 PERSONS DEAD, MANY INJURED 

St. Louis, April 13.—Four negroes 
are known to be dead, a number’ in- 
jured, one seriously, and three missing, 
following a tornado which wrecked the 
town of Valley Mines, 40 miles south- 
west of here, at 2 o’clock this after- 
noon. 

The negroes, A. ©. Baker, his wife, 
their daughter and son-in-law were 
killed when the Valley Mines postoffice 
and genera! store crashed in upon them. 
Postmaster Bunce, who is believed to 
have been the only other person in the 
place, was taken from the debris by 
rescuers half an hour atfer the storm. 
He is said to be dying. 

New of the storm which damaged 
much property, paralyzed wire com- 
munication and blocked railroads, was 
first received at Fostus, Mo. A train 
carried terrified passengers out of the 
danger zone. They knew only that a 
disastrous storm had occurred. 

. Relief parties from Fostus tried to 
reach the stricken town, but found the 
reads blocked by high water. No word 
has come out of Valley Mines since 6 


o'clock. 


It ia believed that a second storm 
visited the place, as the-one which de- 
molished Cadet, Mo., 10 milés-south of

OVER THE ELECTIONS 


Many of the Republicans Sup- 
ported the Measure to Allow 
the People to Choose Their 
Representatives in the United 
States Senate--Cannon Op- 
posed Measure.

Washington, April 
The house today, for the fifth time, 
went on record in favor of the elec- 
tion of United States senators by di- 
rect vote of the people. 

Four times the measure has been 
before the senate and failed. The vote 
in the house was 296 to 16, Mr. McDer- 
mott, of Chicago, being the only demo- 
crat to vote against it. Members fell 
over. themselves in their eagerness to 
testify their support of this popular 
measure. 

Special Elections for Vacancies. 

The Rucker resolution not only pro- 
vides for elections for full terms, but 
for calling special elections to -fill 
unexpireq terms. If this were the 
language of the federal constitution 
today an election for senator in Geor- 
gia would have to be held and the 


people Be given an opportunity to re- 


cord their choice. 

The fight today ranged around the 
amendment of Mr. Young, which was 
identical with the question raised in 
the senate at the last session by 
Senator Sutherland. This amendment 
would have denied to the states the 
right to prescribe the manner of hold- 
ing elections and the qualifications of 
electors. Southern members opposed 
this. This amendment was defeated 
in the house today by a vote of 196 to 
112. That out of the way, all but six- 
teen members came to the support of 


the main proposition. 
This is the first of the democratic 


program measures passed by the house. 

The resolution, as the house approv- 
ed it, fs In the form of the BKorah res- 
olution reported out of the senate judi- 
clary committee in the closing days of 
the last congress.

No Federal Control. 

Republican opposition to the Rucker 
resolution in the house today was 
based on the fact that it did not con- 
tain the changes afterwards made in 
the Aight in the senate, which assured 
to congress control over elections in 
the senate. 

After six hours of debate in which 
many demands were made (for this 
change ali but fifteen of the republi- 
cans voted for the measure. The ma- 
jority of them had stated during the 
debate they would support the resolu- 
tion anyway, because they were con- 
vinced the public wanted such a con- 
stitutional amendment submitted quick- 
ly. 

Those who opposed the resolution on 
the final vote were:

Cannon Attacks Amendment. 

Former Speaker Cannon, Republican 
Leader Mann and others of the repub- 
licans who voted age nst the measure, 
declared its form was such as tothreat- 
en the government with the loss of 
the control over senatoria! elections in 
in the states given to safeguard the 
integrity of these elections. They in- 
sisted, as did other republicans who 
ultimately-voted for the resolution, that 
the direct election amendment should 
be offered without any language at- 
tached that might be dangerous to the 
future congressional supervision of 
senatorial elections. 

Democratic leaders declared the 
Rucker resolution was open to no such 
construction and that it offered the 
most nearly perfect constitutional 
amendment that could be devised. The 
amendment offered by Representative 
Young, of Michigan, adding language 
that resembled that of the Sutherland 
amendment adopted in the senate two 
months ago, was defeated by a party 
vote, 121 to 190. 

G. O. P. Insurgents Forced Record Vote. 

Republican insurgents, led by Repre- 
sentatives Lenroot and Cooper, of Wis- 
consin. forced a record vote on the 
final passage of the resolution. The 
house voted overwhelmingly in favor 
of the measure when Speaker Clark

Monroe Passes Its Most 
Exciting Night. 


Believing the Assailant of Mrs. 


Leila Knight Had Been Cap- 
tured, Mob of 200 Searched 


in Vain the Jail and se iet 


Corner of Monroe. 


Monroe, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)—A 
mob two hundred strong spent Thurs- 
day night about the Walton county 
jail and on the streets of Monroe 
searching in vain for Tom Allen, a 
negro, who it is believed was one of 
the two who committed a criminal as- 
sault upon Mrs. Leila Knight; a highly 
respected widow living 10 miles from 
this place, Wednesday afternoon. It 
was the most exciting night Monros 
has ever passed. Very few of the resi- 
dents of the town closed their eyes in 


sleep. 

Sheriff Stark assured the mob early 
in the night when the jail was sur- 
rounded that the negro Allien was not 
confined in the jail, neither was he in 
Monroe. If the sheriff had knowledge 
of the black’s whereabouts, the mob 
had not gained that information up to 
8 o’clock this morning. The sheriff 
was positive in all his statements to 
the assembled crowd, and frankly 
stated that he absolutely and positive- 
ly would. not tell anything he Knew 
regarding the negro’s arrest. 

Negro Spirited Away?f 

It is believed by sOme that Allen 
was run down near the .scene of his 
crime by a citizens’ posse and that the 
sheriff was communicated with. It is 
believed the posse which caught the 
negro was instructed to remvuve the 
black from the county to a near-by 
prison. The mob seemed not to accept 
this theory, and at o'clock this 
morning showed no intention of quit- 
ting town without the negro. 

The mob was orderly and no acts 
of violence were committed. Masked 
leaders entered the jail and made a 
thorough search early in the night for 
the negro. Failing to find him, they 
reported to the crowd which waited 
igipatiently on the outside. The mob, 
however,, made no move to disperse. 
A portion of the man hunters vigite? 
the police lock-up and here, too, they 
were doomed to disappointment. 
Searching parties were sent out by the 
mob and every corner of the city 
scoured. No trace of the black was 
discovered. . 

It was believed the negro Allen, if 
caught, would implicate the other 
black who took part in the assault, 

A Revolting Crime. ; 

The crime was particularly atro- 
cious, the most horrible that ever oc- 
curred in Walton county. Mrs. Knight 
had gone some distance from her home 
to attend to her cows in the pasture. 
A negro sprang upon her, and, cover- 
ing her head with a heavy bag, dragged 
her some distance to the -woods. 
her assailant was joined by another 
black. The woman lapsed into un- 
consciousness, 
etruggie, in waich condition, she re- 
mained for several hours. Late in the 
day her mother, becoming alarmed, 
went in search of her daughter. ~ Mrs. 
Knight was found in a helpless condi- 
tion. Medical aid was quickly ‘Suin- 
moned. Her condition is critical. She 
is one of the most highly respected 
women of this section, belonging to one 
of the county's first families.

NO DISSOLUTION 
FOR OLD TRINITY 


New Site on Corner of 
Trinity and Washington 


Decision to Erect Handsome 
Structure Reached at Quar- 
terly Conference of Church. 
New Site for Church Sectired 
for $30,000. : 


All rumors that the sale of the old 
Trinity Methodist church property on 
Whitehall street would result in disso- 
lution of the church are set aside by 
the unanimous dgction of the quarterly 
conference taken last night in the 
selection of a new site with the deter- 
mination to build a handsome new 
structure on it at once. 

As predicted in The Constitution, the 
site chosen is the old G. B. Adair prop- 
erty, located on Washington street, at 
the corner of Trinity avenue. The 
present owner, B. M. Grant, offered it 
for $30,000, and that price was ac- 
cepted, 

Fronting 90 feet on Washington 
street, with a depth of 190 on Trinity 
avenue, this figure means something 
over $316 for each front foot. The old 
Adair hgme and two stores now oc- 
cupy the site. 

The board of stewards, of which 
Judge W. R. Hammond is chairman, 
together with the following five mem- 
bers of the church, J. W. Hardwick, 
John A. Hynds, E. A. Hartsock, W. V. 
Ogletree and Robert Gregg, were desig- 
nated by the conference as a building 
committee, and instructed to proceed 
at once with the erection of a new 
building. 

This committee will meet in Judge 
Hammond's office, in the Atlanta Na- 
tional Bank building, today at noon. 
Its first work will be to complete the 
details of the deal with Mr. Grant, and 
then the work of securing an architect 
will be gone through with. 

From the sale of the old church the 
sum of $118,000 was realized. Subtract- 
ing the priceof the new site from this, 
there remains the sum of $88,000, which 
will be devoted in the construction of 
the best church edifice that that amount 
will allow. 

The new location is in one of the 
prettiest residence sections of the south 
side. On this street, in the immediate 
neighborhood, are located the state 
capitol, St. Philip’s cathedral, the Cen- 
tral Presbyterian church, the Second 
Baptist church and the Girls’ High 
school.

There are many 
dead and wounded, including one 
American, E. W. Crow, who was struck 
Dy a stray bullet in Douglas. Others 
in Douglas were wounded. | 

This is the first time during the in- 
surrection that any person has beei 
killed on the American Side as the re- 
sult of border fighting. 

The dead and wounded of both the 
rebels and federals are being tdken to 
Douglas. ‘. 

Diaz's Troops Disarmed. 

Federal soldiers, to the number of 
thirty, fled to the American side an 
hour before the battle ended, and were’ 
disarmed by the American troops. The 
rebels shot down many federals as they 
ran. 

Wounded federal prisoners were es- 
corted from Agu Prieta to the border, 
where they were released as fugitives 
on American soil.

At 8:35 o’clock Captain J. E. Gaugot, 
of troop K, First cavalry, United States 
army, learned of the attack on Agua 
Prieta, and ordered his command of 
forty troops to the international line. 
Between the customs house and the 
first monument the federal bullets and 
those from the _ rebel rifles further 
south pecked and dusted the desert. 
Into this rode the United States cav- 
alry, deploying along the line. 

The bullets whistled over the line 
and one trooper was grazed on the 
arm. 

As the federal] fire continued to pour 
into the American city, bullets struck 
as far north as Fifteenth street. One

from the American line and notified 
the rebels that they must cease firing 
into the American town. He also twice 
Sent word to the federals that their 
fire must not cross the border, but 
these notices went unheeded. 

At this juncture Captain Andreas 
Basuito and Jesus Vargas, commanding 
the federal troops in the Mexcan town, 
with 29 soldiers, broke from the city 
and raced over the open field towards 
the American line, the rebels firing on 
them as they ran. 

All reached the line except three, 
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Mantels, Tile Floors and Walls 
Direct from factory to you 
Queen Mantel’ & Tile Co. 
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carrying their guns... At the line they 
were stopped by American cavalry and 
surrendered, Their rifles, 
forty, were stacked. With these de- 
serting federals, besides the two cap- 
tains, were Lieutenant Carlos Marti- 
nez and‘sub-Lieutenant Inrique Fimo- 
no. They were placed under guard of 
American cavalry. The other federal, 
deserted by their officers, chose to de- 
fend the town. 
Rebels Become Bolder. 

They fired from doorways, from the 
(corners of buildings and from _ the 
, roofs. Four men carrying a wounded 
federal on a stretcher passed into the 
Open street directly in thé zone. of 
fire. For a moment the rebels paused. 

Then the rebels became bolder and 
deployed in the open between the 
Mexican town and Douglas. Bullets 
now scattered the American  sight- 
Seers. General Gaujol and Charles 
McKean, a civilian, rode across. the 
line and entered Agua Prieta. Captain 
| Gaujol had been instructed by the two 

Mexican captains to order the garri- 
son to surrender. 

“We will not,” was the reply. 

The rebel ranks drew néarer, both 
little armies fighting from doorways 
and windows and in the open. The 
parley continued. 

“We will surrender if our captain 
returns and so orders,” said the fed- 
eral force. 

Finally Captain Gaujol suggested 
that’ the federal garrison, many of 
whom were wounded, surrender them- 
Selves to the American troops, the 
guns and ammunition to be given up 
to the rebels, and the prisoners to be 
conducted across the line under the 
escort of American cavalry. 

Lopez agreed to this measure. Lieu- 
tenant Moore escorted the federals, 
who had feared slaughter‘if they 
surrendered to the American line, 

Their guns, numbering 23, with bay- 
onets and forty belts of cartridges were 
turned over to Lopez. 

The federal troops were’ conducted 
under guard to the American cavalry 
headquarters where they are held 
awaiting instructions. The rebels hoist- 
ed their flag of victory and Lopez im- 
mMiediately took command of the town, 
closing the saloons. Order prevails 
tonight, 

Virginian Killed Fighting With Rebels. 

Fourteen Americans fought with the 
insurrectos. Albert Edwards, of oa- 
noke, Va., was killed. He joined the 
rebels two weeks ago. His leg was 
shot off but he continued to fire until 
struck twice more. 

“Just let me get that fellow on the 
roof and I'll die- happy,” he said, after 
he pulled the trigger while lying on the 
ground. The rebels avenged Edwards. 
They concentrated their fire on the 
federals who shot him as Edward died 
face front. Edward Mason, of Chica- 
go, is another American killed fighting 
with the rebels. 

The dead tonight number fifteen, 
about equally divided among the fed- 
@rals and insurrectos. 

Mexican girls and American women 
are caring for the wounded tonight. 
Into the Red Cress hospital twenty- 
two dead and wounded were carried. 
Some of the wounded will die before 
morning.

Monuments Will Be Erected 
at Washington — Bacon 
Talks of J efferson.

Washington, April 13.—(Special.)— 
The one hundreq and = sixty-eighth 
birthday anniversary of Thomas Jef- 
ferson was celebrated today by the 
passage through the senate as a bill 
providing for the erection in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia of a monument to his 


memory costing $100,000. A monument. 


of equal proportions will be erected to 
Hamilton. Senator Bacon introduced 
the bill for the Jefferson monument 
and called it up today without refer- 
ence to a comnftittee. Senator Lodge, 
of Massachusetts, urged q@ monument 
to the colleague and distinguished op- 
ponent of Jefferson, and the demo- 
crats proved generous and agreed to 
give an equal amount for a memorial 
to Alexander Hamilton. 

“This ig one man to whose mem- 
ory the government should erect a 
**atue in this capitol,” said Senator 
Bacon. “He was the first president 
ever imaugurated in Washington. He 
was the great apostle of a distinct 
line of governmental science and the 
founder of a great political party that 
has combine for over a hundred 
years. His name is linked with two 
great events in the history of this 
nation. Senator Hoar once remarked 
that Thomas Jefferson will walk down 
the halls of time with the declaration 
of independence in one hand and the 
title deeds to the great Louisiana 
purchase in the other. 

“This is the 168th anniversary of 
the birth of that man and I hope that 
the senate will pass that bill for the 
honoring of his memory this day.”

Georgia Case as Illustration.

Washington, April 13.—(Special.)— 
Representative Tribble, of the eighth 
Georgia district, made his maiden 
speech in the house this afternoon in 
support of the popular. election of 
United ' States senators. 

The bill reported from the commit- 
tee on the election of president, vice 
president and representatives in con- 
gress, of which Mr. Tribble is a mem- 
ber, was the first bill reported this 
session and the first qemocratic meas- 
ure reported to a democratic house in 


sixteen years. 

Mr. Tribble in beginning his address 
referred to these facts and said he was 
happy because of these circumstances.

There will be no money for schools, or 
any other agency of government. The 
regulars, along with Speaker Leach 
and Representative Swan, independ- 
enfs, held a caucus this afternoon and 
resolved to gtand pat. 
Statement by Flibustering Delegation. 

Friends of the runaway representa- 
tives gave out a statement this after- 
noon, in the course of which they say 
these representatives were elected on 
pledges to wphold the prohibition and 
election laws, and that they have 
taken their present course in order to 
prevent the nullification of these stat- 
utes. They insist, in their statement, 
that the two independent democrats 
and three republicans who yesterday 
voted for the election bill have vio- 
lated their pledges.

Act. 


Washington, April 13.—‘Would not 
your interpretation of the pure food 
Jaw break up the patent medicine busi- 
ness?” inquired Justice Lurton of So- 
licitor General Lehman during the ar- 
Sument of the Johnson case today. — 

“It probably would, ang I know of 
nothing within the scope of congress 
that would be more beneficial,” an- 
Swered the solicitor general. 

What Government Claims. 

The Johnson case is the first 
big legal contest arising out of 
the passage of the pure food and 
Grug ect of 1906. and it had the 
right of way today in the supreme 


court of the United States. The gov- 
ernment is making a last effort to 
Sustain its claim to the right to prose- 
cute criminally persons who 
drugs or medicines with false  state- 
ments about the curative properties of 
their preparations. 

The point arose in the district court 
of western Missouri where an indict- 
ment against Dr. O. A. Johnson was 
quashed on the grounds that the act 
did not apply to false statements 
about the curative properties of drugs, 
but only to false statements regarding 
the ingredients. 

Dr. Johnson was charged with hav- 
ing shipped in interstate commerce 
drugs which he stated would cure 
cancer, but which the government 
“were entirely ineffective and 
worthless for that purpose.” 

It is claimed on behalf of Johnson 
that if the law is to be interpreted ag 
forbidding qa statement about the.cura- 
tive properties of drugs the act is 
unconstitutional. Such statements are 
defended as mere forecasts concerning 
@ future event. Denial is made that 
they should be’ regarded as state- 
ments of facts. 

Menace to Physictans. 

Physicians throughout the country 
would be in extreme peril, it is 
claimed by Johnson's attorneys, and 
would hazard the risk of criminal 
Prosecution by giving any written 
opinion to their patients of any ex- 
planation upon a prescription as to 
what it wag intended to accomplish 
where it should become a matter of 
interstate transportation, if the indict- 
ment against Johnson was allowed to 
gtand. 

Solicitor General Lehman in a brief 

for the government he has just filed 
with the court, says that a study of 
the act shows that congress had in 
mind striking at false statements re- 
garding the remedial qualities of 
drugs. He defended the law as’ con- 
titutional when interpreted to forbid 
guch statements. 
He denied that the law as inter- 
preted would reach any physician in 
the practice of his calling. He de- 
clares that the act does not deal with 
Mental healing. with cures by faith 
or prayer, or Christian science, but 
“with practice.”

Pennsylvania spent considerably more 
than $1,000,000 on roads, with con- 
tracts of $700,000 not completed. Ohio 
had construction and repair bills of 
nearly $500,000, with work aggregat- 
ing $620,000 still to be finished.

The Governor of New Jersey 
Says That “the Interests’? Do 
Their Work in Committees 
and Then Stifle Debate in 
Legislative Halls. 


Indianapolis, April 13.—In the ab- 
sence of William J. Bryam Governor 
Woodrow Wilson, of New Jersey, was 
the principal speaker of the Jefferson 
banquet of the National Democratic 
League.of Clubs here tonight, at which 
all of the 1,000 plates were taken and 
the galleries were thronged with wom- 
en and men, who were not table to get 
Seats at the tables. 

J. Hamilton Lewis announced that 
Mr. Bryan was detained today in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., in attendance on the 
funeral of Tom Il. Johnson. 

No Presidential Booms. 

No presidential booms were launched 
and the speakers, from various sections 
of the United States, declared that de- 
mocracy was ready to follow any lead- 
er who might be chosen. 

The oratory started with Governor 
Thomas R. Marshall, of Indiana, who 
spoke feelingly of- the absence of Colo- 
nel Bryan and optimistically of the fu- 
ture of the democratic party in this 
State and the nation, and then intro- 
duced J. Hamilton Lewis, of Chicago, 
as toastmaster. 

Henderson S. Martin, democratic 
state chairman of Kansas, spoke briefly 
of the democratic campaign being 
made in the Sunflower State, and was 
followed by former Governor George 
W. Peck, of Wisconsin. In a humorous 
vein, Governor Peck told-of the strug- 
gles of democracy in Wisconsin. H. B. 
Ferguson discussed the condition of the 
party in New Mexico. Colonel Georgs 
W. Harvey, of New York, responded to 
the toast, “Democratic Opportunity.” 
Governor Wilson was given the great- 
est ovation of the evening when he 
arose to speak on the “Party and the 
Present.” 

Wilson on Privilege. 

He said in part: 

“We say that we are against privi- 
lege and for the rights of the people, 
but privilege has worn many forms. 
What is the especial form of privilege 
we now fight? How does it endanger 
the rights of the people, and what do 
we mean to-do in order to make our 
contest against it effectualfl What 
are to be the items of our new decla- 
ration of independence? 

“By privilege, as we now fight it, we 
mean control of the law, of legislation 
and of adjudication, by organizations 
which do not represent the people, by 
means which are private and selfish 
and worthy of all condemnation. We 
mean specifically the conduct of our 
affairs and the shaping of our legisla- 
tion in the interest of special bodies of 
capital and those who organize their 
use. We.mean the alliance for this 
purpose of political machines.with the 
captains of organized industry. We 
mean the exploitation ef the people by 
legal ang political means. We have 
seen Our governments under these in- 
fluences cease to be representative 
governments, cease®to be governments 
representative of the people, and be- 
come governments representative of 
the special interests, controlled by ma- 
cnines, which in their turn are not 
controlled by the people. 


The Interests Work in Secret. 


“Legislation, as we nowadays con- 
duct it, ts not conducted in the open. 
It is not threshed out in open debate 
upon the floors of our assemblies. It 
is, on the contrary, framed, digested 
and concluded in committee rooms. It 
is in committee rooms that legislation 
desired by the interests is framed and 
brought forth. There is not enough 
debate of it in open house, in most 
cases, to discover the real meaning of 
the proposals made. 
been enacted and has come to adjudi- 
cation in the courts is its scheme as 
a whole Ho Migr nny The beneficiaries 
are then safe behind their bulwarks. 

“Of course, the chief triumph of com- 
mittee work, of covert phrase and un- 
explained classification, is the tariff 
law. Ever since the passage of the 
outrageous Payne-Aldrich tariff law 
our people have been discovering the 
concealed meanings and purposes 
which lay hidden in it. They are dis- 
covering item by item how deeply and 
deliberately they were deceived and 
cheated. This did not happen by ac- 
cident; it came about by design, by 
elaborated, secret design. Questions 
put upon the floor in the house and 


swered, and an elaborate plece of leg- 
islation was foisted on the country 
which could not possibly have passe 
if it had been comprehended by the 
whole country. 


Everything Must Be Open. 


“Hence our objects as a party. [ 
taxe these objects to be to open ail the 
processes of politics—open them wide 
to public view; to make them accessi- 
ble to every force that moves, everv 
opinion that prevails in the thoughi 
of the people; to give society command 
of its own economic life again, not by 
revolutionary measures, but by a steady 
application of the principle that the 
people have a right to look into such 
matters and to control them; to safe- 
guard our resources and the lives of 
our workmen and women and chil- 
dren (our chief natural resources) 
against the selfishness of private use 
and profit; to cut all privilezwes and

THE BILLS-OF-LADING CONTROVERSY. 
; | | | Pee: 
-- With the approach of the new cotton another deter- 
mined effort is under way to rg the iodahpaeel controversy 
over means for insuring the validity | 

It will be remembered that British and European im in- 
terests were inclined, last fall, to 1 ompaereee the demand for a guar- 
antee, and that, for some w e unrestricted export of the crop 
was a matter of uncertainty. 

An ent was finally reached, whereby foreign bankers and 
spinners consented to hold their contentions in abeyance with the 
understanding that some settlement would be effected before the 
inauguration of another season. 

ispatches to The Constitution wage ta on peste the first 
fruits of attempts in that direction in the form of a conierence re- 
cently held Seeiees representatives of American and British banking 
and cotton interests and railroads. 

The solution proposed by the subcommittee of the bille-of-lading 
committee of the American Bankers’ Association, and submitted to 
the railroads and the foreign interests, contemplates a central office 
or clearing house in New York City, which would undertake the 
underwriting of the validity of the bills-of-lading upon which drafts 
are drawn upon Liverpool, London and other European points. 

According to reliable information received by The Constitution, 
the railroads are to bear the expense of maintaining the bureau, and 
neither the farmer nor the cotton trade generally will be taxed for 
its support. 

The railroads have not yet agreed to the arrangement, but have 
it under advisement. 

Whatever plan is eventually accepted, it must be one that does 
not lay the farmer under tribute. And an effort to foist the expense 
of a guarantee upon the foreign banking or cotton trade would ap- 
pear equally unreasonable. 

If there is to be any charge for performing a service that is, 
primarily, the function of the carrier it should rest upon the carrier, 
and not be shifted to other factors. 

The railroads make no bones about bills-of-lading for other 
products accepted by them. So important an international consid- 
eration as cotton should not be constituted an exception. 

he railroads already have the machinery—such as clerks, pri- 
vate. wires, etc.—for the slight additional labor entailed in ascer- 
taining the correctness of bills-of-lading issued by their own em- 
ployees. Obviously, the burden should be borne by them. 

In this connection, it is interesting to recall the position taken 
in an interview with The Constitution, some months ago, by Mr. 
A. P. Coles, cashier of the Central Bank and Trust Corporation, and 
the foreign exchange expert for that big institution. 

He pointed out that his bank was independent of New York, in 
the matter of ffhancing cotton shipments, dealing direct with London 
and other foreign centers, and guaranteed its own bills-of-lading. 

The process, he showed, was simplicity personified with a south- 
ern bank. Being on the ground, all its officials had to do was to 
call upon or telephone the railroad issuing the bill-of-lading to re- 
move all doubt regarding the bona fide nature of the paper upon 
boar foreign exchange was issued. 

By this method, not only was all controversy removed, but the 
, underwriting bank saved a large sum each year in the difference of 
the premium exacted by New York for handling European bills-of- 
exchange. 

There is no reason why the southern banks, generally, should 
not follow this system, declare independence of New York, insure 
the validity of their own bills-of-lading and bills-of-exchange, take 
the profit accruing and build up a healthy gold reserve by direct 
dealings with Europe. 

Right now is the proper time for southern banks to investigate 
this method, and rid themselves of the financial thraldom-of many 
decades.

Mr. Wallace declared that the southern railroads, even with their 
present equipment, were unable to properly handle southern busi- 
ness. 
| The cost of the congestion that would follow such development 

as is expected in the immediate future, and as President Markham 
himself intimates, is hardly calculable. 

| Georgia and the states penetrated by the Central could ask no 
more than that system should be brought to the standard of effi- 
ciency attained by the Illinois Central, of which Mr. Markham is 
also the head. 

In passing, it is well not to lose sight of his comment upon the 
brightening agricultural prospects of the territory tributary to the 
Georgia Central. :

Serious Charges Against De- 
tectives Made in Dam- 
age Suit.

DRAWS TO CLOSE 


Troops Are Restoring Or- 
der in Disturbed France. 


Department of Marne an Arm- 
ed Camp, and Rioters Are 
Subsiding---6,000,000 Bottles 
of “Bubble Water’ Emptied 
at One Place. 


Epernay, Department of Marne, 
France, April 138.—Owing partly to the 
unrelaxing vigilance of 15,000 troops 
and partly to the vote in the chamber 
of deputies last night nullifying the 
action of the senate with reference to 
the delimitation of the champagne dis- 
trict, comparative calm now prevails 
in the department of Marne, and there 
is every indication that the populace 
will act with more moderation from 


this on. 

Fury of Wine Growers Subsides. 

The fury of the wine growers has 
subsided as suddenly as it rose. Mani- 
festants are now offering no resistance 
to. the troops. The last marauding 
band from Rilley Le Montagne, which 
was marching in the direction of 
Rheims, was intercepted and broken 
up by the soldiers before any damage 
was done. 

Leaders in the movement tonight 
issued a manifesto appealing to their 
adherents to await in calm confidence 
the deliberation of the council of state, 
to which Premier Monis decided tv 
refer the question. 

They affirm the incendiarism and 
pillaging of last night, which they 
deplore, was the work of foreign eie- 
ments, composed of anarchists and 
thieves, who worked in bands in the 
hope of making profit out of the dis- 
turbances they created. 

Women Led the Rioters. 

The rioting continued until noon to- 
day, but the afternoon was quiet. 

At Vinay the rioters hastily _threw 
up barricades with barrels, cases and 
debris of all sorts and succeeded in 
holding back the advancing troops, 
while another group of manifestants, 
armed with torches, entered the vast 
champagne depot. 

The mob smashed all the bottles of 
champagne they could find, wrecked 
the wine presses and then set fire to 
the buildings. 

Women were foremost in the work 
of destruction, chanting snatches of 
revolutionary airs and urging on the 
men. When the troops reached Vinay 
the women lay down on the roads and 
defied the cavalry to ride over them. 

At dawn many places in the wine- 
growing district showed the horizon 
darkened by the smoking ruins of wine 
depots that blazed during the night. 
At the same time exploding detona- 
tions summoned additional wine grow- 
ers to the different rallying points to 
resume their march of destruction. 

Like a Huge Armed Camp. 

The department of Marne resembles 
nothing as much as a huge armed 
camp, ready to repel foreign invasion. 
The trouble is within, however. Troops 
are openly defied by the angered popu- 
lace, and in many instances compa- 
nies of guardsmen have been fired upon 
by the riotous demonstrators. The an- 
swer ofthe soldiers ts the flat of 
their sabers. There have been times 
in the three days of rioting when 
troops were “stalled off’ by darin 
mobs, while their leaders applied carck 
to wine presses and stores. . 

At Moussy, near Epernay, yesterday, 
6,000,000 bottles of wine were broken. 
The “bubble water” flowed in biz 
streams through the streets.

He Ridicules Talk of 
Split in Address to 
College Men. 


Washington, April 13.—Efforts of re- 
publican partisans to discover a split 
in the democratic party were ridiculed 
tcnight by Speaker Champ Clark in an 
address before the College Men's Demo- 
cratic League, in celebration of the 
birthday anniversary of Thomas Jeffer- 
son. 

“We are not going to get together,” 
sand Mr. Clark, “for we already are 
together. We always have been to- 
gether.” 

Mr. Clark referred to recent demo- 
cratic caucuses, to the unanimity of 
the democrats at the last session of 
congress, and to the fact that demo- 
crats passed the reciprocity bill in the 
house “when President Taft, with all 
his patronage, could not muster a suf- 
ficient majority in a republican sen- 
ate to put his measure through.” 

Speaker Clark told the college men 
they were entering politics at an op- 
Dertune time, “when we are emerg- 
ing from 16 years of the wilderness.” 
He declared, however, that if the 
“hoodlum” went to the polls and the 
educated man stayed at home, the 
“‘*hoodlum’ merited the name of bet- 
ter citizen.” 

“And its our turn at last,” he said, 
referring to the presidentia] campaign 
of 1912. 

Speaker Clark warned the college 
men not to be diverted from politics 
because of the sneers directed at the 
“mere politician.” In the light of hu- 
man experience, he added, the public 
men of today, “have the consolation 
of knowing that, while we are lumped 
off now as a job lot of Politicians 
some of us will be rated as statesmen 
by future generaticns.”

Boston, April 13.—The necessity of

“I would advocate an expert board 
of arbitration covering all branches of 
the industry, to which board all ques- 
tions of differences between buyer and 
seller should be referred.”

Frost-Defying Plants. 

To the amateur gardener who may 
grieve over the early plants nipped by 
Jack Frost it may be encouraging to 
know that there are so many of the 
favorite flowers which ean defy tae 
frost.

It was discovered that The Constitu- 
tion's mail had by mistake been put 
into the federal prison box and had 
gone out to the prison. 

The postoffice authorities were 
quick to apologize for the error. Not 
only that, but they sent a special mes- 
senger speedily to the federal prison 
to bring it back. 

And it arriveg in due season to get 
the usual gratifying increase on the 
day's subscription list.

Correct,’’ Says Gov- 
ernor Brown. 


Governor Brown yesferday declined 
the application for pardon filed by Mil- 
ton, Jesse and Leonard Rawlins who 
are serving life sentences in the peni- 
tentiary for the murder of the Carter 
children in Lowndes county several 
years ago. 

The prison commission some time ago 


declined to make any recommendation | 


in. the case and the application for 
clemency was then argued before Gov- 
ernor Brown by Attorney John Ry 
Cooper of Macon. 

In denying the application for par- 
don Governor Brown said: 

“This case comes before the executive 
office on practically the yvame prescenta- 
tion of facts as it had before the trial 
court and before the supreme court of 
Georgia and the supreme court of the 
United States to which the appeals of 
these applicants were successively 
made. 

“I have in previous applications for 
executive clemency endeavored to make 
clear my conception of the fact that 
the executive office of Georgia was not 
established as a court of correction or 
for the purpose of setting itself in op- 
position to the courts. I can see no 
reason developing in this case to 
change the above view. 

“However from an exhaustive read- 
ing of the voluminous testimony in the 
cases of the above applicants before 
the courts I am forced to the convic- 
tion that the verdict: of the jury was 
correct as to each of the defendants,

Washington, April 13.—The first ex- 
oression in congress concerning the 
‘ituation on the Mexican border was 
neard today, when Senator Rayner, of 
Maryland, addressed the senate on 
hat subject. Although a democrat, 
dr. Rayner spoke in confidence of the 
‘ttitude of President Taft and ex- 
yressed the opinion that there would 
ve no war with either Mexico or Ja- 


pan. 

While he did not so express himself 
n exact terms, it was evident that Mr. 
tayner had in mind the reports that 
Japan is exerting herself to procure a 
soaling station on the Pacific coast of 


Mexico. He said: 

“T am willing to admit that if Japan 
is entering into negotiations for coal- 
ing stations and bases for naval sup- 
a for military purposes with Mexi- 
co, we are entitled to know what these 
negotiations re. Congress is, how- 
ever, without any information or evi- 
lence on the subject: This country 
would not ordinarily be entitled to 
know the secret treaties or alliances 
hat other countries may make, but 
on the part of Mexico we would un- 
juestionably be entitled to an expla- 
nation.” 

No Fear of Imitator of Napoleon III. 

He added that he had no fear that 
history may repeat itself, or that any 


| government would attempt to imitate 


the example of Napoleon III. “who 
through false pretenses and subter- 
fuges sent an Austrian archduke to a 
Mexican throne simply to abandon him 
afterwards to despair and death.” He 
was confident that Japan does not 
seek war with the United States and 
declareg there could be no cause for 
hostilities between the two countries. 

Discrediting the report that Japan 
might desire to take surreptitious 
possession of the island of Guam as a 
cable station, he declared that if such 
was the purpose it could not be justi- 
fied under international law. He 
found in Guam usefulness only as a 
cable base, and speaking sarcastically 
of the island, sajd: 

“Guam is a charming spot and one 
lustrous and brilliant 
jewels in our Oriental galaxy. Its 
principal products are vipers, snakes, 
izards, wild swine, rats and castor oll, 
ang if the island were put up at auc- 
tion today with all of the inhabitants 
in it, beyond its value as a military 
post, it would not bring a dollar and 
a half in any of the markets of the 
world.” 

Monroe Doctrine and Mexico. 

Much of the Maryland senator's 
speech was devoted to the contention 
that the Monroe doctrine is not in- 
volved in the Mexican situation. Quot- 
ing authorities to show that the origi- 
nal Monroeism looked only to the pre- 
vention of the establishment of new 


monarchial institutions in the western ' 


hemisphere, he sought to discredit the 
position taken in relation to the col- 
lection of claims against western na- 
tions taken during the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration in the- Santo Domingo 
controversy. This he characterizes as 
the “Roosevelt doctrine,” rather thar 
the Monroe doctrine. He said in part: 

“Let us look for a moment at what 
sort of wars we would have if the 
Roosevelt construction of the Monroe 
doctrine was to prevail and was to be 
incorporated into our diplomatic code. 
We would have interminable succes- 
sion of bondholders and stock market 
wars. War, instead of being de- 
clared by congress, could be prac- 
tically declared by the banking syndi- 
cates of London, Paris, Amsterdam 
and Berlin, represented by their finan- 
cial agents in America, and we would 
become sponsors and guarantors for 
every bankrupt and impoverished gov- 
ernment in Central and South America. 

The Santo Domingo Deal. 

“We have never as yet been inform- 
ed as to what amount of money was 
made out of the Santo Domingo set- 
tlement nor what was the price at 
which their bonds were sold before 
our intervention, and what was the 
price that the holders afterwards ob- 
tained for them in settlement of their 
claims, nor who was in the deal, nor 
who were the beneficiaries of our in- 
terference. 

“T will not sit here itn silence, with 
folded arms, and permit this revolu- 
tionary principle which was formulat- 
ed and promulgated overnight by Mr. 
Roosevelt to be known by any other 
name except the name of the illustri- 
ous individual who first conceived it 
and put it into practical execution. I 
want to lift this cloud from around 
the brow of the rising generation.” 

Speaking of the president, Mr. Ray- 
ner expressed satisfaction that “what- 
ever he does will not only be necessary 
and proper, but in his opinion will be 
for the best interests of the country.” 

Rayner’s Statement Confirmed. 

At the conclusion of Rayner’s ad- 
dress, Senators Lodge and Cullom took 
occasion to confirm the Maryland sena- 
tor’s statement regarding the improb- 
ability of a misunderstanding between 
the United States and Mexico. 

“I have examined the official cor- 
respondence with care, and I have been 
unable to discover any allusion to 
Japan,” said Mr. Lodge, ‘‘and,” he added, 
“so far as I am able to judge the re- 
ports in the press are a mere fabrica- 
tion.”

COTTON DURING WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New- York, April 13.—Cotton showed 
no striking net changes as to prices 
during the week until Thursday, Then 
the shorts became nervous and cov- 
ered, advancing prices sharply. At 
times there have been setbacks, owing 
to liquidation, attributed largely to 
some of the leading bulls, who are 
said to have sold both May and June 
heavily. But the shorts have been 
eager to liquidate on all reactions, 
and some of the bull following have 
also bought again after taking profits. 
The May premium over July, which 
was recently 28 points, fell to 3 points, 
under the pressure of long liquidation 
and the idea of not a few is that the 
May option on both sides of the ac- 
count had been pretty well liquidated. 
Some have been skeptical all along as 
to the likelihood of a geuine corner 
being run in the May option or any 
other by people who are already under 
indictment for alleged complicity in a 
corner... But believers in_ better prices 
are confident that their faith is to be 
justified. The English cotton trade is 
active at firm prices. 
The famine and plague in China seems 
not to have so seriously affected Lah- 
cashire’s cotton trade as was feared. 
Its sales to China appear to make a 
satisfactory exhibit, and with India it 
also seems to be doing a good busi- 
ness. 

The receipts at the leading points 
of the south continue small. New 
York’s certified stock is steadily de- 
creasing, and to all outward appear- 
ance at least the general statietical 
position grows steadily stronger as the 
season advances. 

Certainly, visible supplies aré de- 
creasing much mofe rapidly than they 
were a year ago, and spinners’ takings 
report figures which make many skep- 
tica] about the reports of curtailment 
of production. What is more, the 
southern spot markets continue 
strong. It is said, too, that dry and 
warmer weather is needed, particular- 
ly in the central and eastern sections 
of the belt. Yet most of the weather 
and crop reports have been favorable. 
Oklahoma, like Texas, has recently 
had copious rains. Good stands are 
reported in Texas. An acreage of un- 
precedented area will be planted at 
the south. Fertilizers will be unspar- 
ingly used. The high price will stim- 
ulate the southe farmer to his ut- 
most exertions. 

Trade in cotton goods is very gener- 
ally reported poor in this country, 


with the most mills losing money on 


some, if not most, of the manufac- 
tures. 

Roughly speaking, they are said to 
be selling their goods on a basis of 
Taw cotton 2 cents lower than that 
which they are compelled to pay. That 
is why believers in bower prices as- 
sert that the strength of the statistics 
is more apparent than real, and that 
prices are merely held up by a pow- 
erful bull clique and must give way 
when its support is withdrawn. More- 
over, tariff agitation is near at hand. 
But as the case stands, bulls here, 
who include some very wealthy men 
in Wall street, keep a firm hold on 
old crop months, and they have braced 
tp July in particular and frightened 
not a few of the August shorts into 
covering. The activity in Dlverpoo! 
and Manchester is one of the leading 


bull cards.

it is always filled and kept within 
easy reach at all times. 

After the first week feed on com- 
mercial chick food if it can be had in 
your neighborhood; if not, mix and 
rind your own, using as many of the 
ollowing ingredients as you can get: 
Wheat, 40 parts; 20 parts millet; 10 
parts corn; 10 parts barley; 10 parts 
oats: 5 parts granulated bone (dry), 
and 6 parts of meat meal or beef scrap. 
I haven't been able to find anything 
better than this up to three weeks old. 
After that, for two or three weeks, 
feed cracked corn end wheat, and when 
eight or nine weeks old, give them all 
the cracked corn they will eat three 
times a day. Up to this time I general- 
ly place their feed in a little hopper 
where they can have access to it when 
they feel like it. It’s a good deal less 
trouble than fussing with feeding four 
or five times daily—saves lots of time 
and I must confess I do not see any dif- 
ference in the results attained. Hopper- 
fed chicks thrive and grow big and 
fat and that is all that is desired by 
most poultry raisers. It has been stated 
eceasionally by some finicky, fussy 
fancier that he was unable to get as 
vigorous growth by hopper feeding as 
by the five-times-a-day method, but I 
know of no better way of getting a 
vigorous growth than by allowing the 
chicka to run when and where they 
like with plentiful food and water sup- 
ply when they want it. m 

Don't forget to “louse ‘em,” as the 
boys say. "hen the chicks are taken 
from the nest, take each one and 
grease the head well with fresh lard— 
that’s all you need—rub it in well over 
the top of the head and under the 
throat, and a little under each wing. 
Then dust the hen with Uncle Joe's in- 
sect powder. Sift this from a baking 
powder box with the lid punched full 
of holes with a shingle nail for a 
shaker, and you need nothing better. 
Well, yes, it’s a good deal of trouble, 
but not half so annoying as to lose say 
76 or 80 per cent of your chicks. 

Now, with incubator chicks it's an- 
other story, but told in nearly the same 
words. Allow them to remain in the 
incubator for 48 hours after hatch its 
over. When all chicks are hatched, open 
all ventilators and allow them to re- 
mein there until ready to be removed 
to the brooder and fed. If they get a 
slight chill, it will sooner or later 
prove very fatal, especially 
they are thoroughiy dried off. 
the same as the hen-hatched chicks 
and keep grit and water handy. When 
four or five days old they should be 
allowed to run out in the brooder at 
will. It will be necessary at first to 
keep a careful watch on them or some 
of them will get lost and huddle in 
some corner and chill, and in a day 
or two you will have some dead chicks. 
If the chicks are troubled with bowel 
disorders a little ginger sprinkled in
